Preserved Art Treasure 


How Parisians Saved Venus From the 
Germans 

True to their reputation as lovers 
of the artistic, when, during the war 
of 1870, the German army drew near 
the French capital, one of the first 
measures the Parisians took was to 
place the art treasures of the Louvre 
in safety. The paintings of Raphael, 
Titian, Paolo, Veronese, Rembrandt 
and Rubens were carefully packed 
and shipped to Brest. “There they 
could, if necessary, be put on ship- 
board and taken from the country. 

It was not so easy to save the 
pieces of marble statuary for their 
Weight and fragility made them dif- 
ficult to handle but the French de- 
termined that the famous Venus of 
Milo, at least should not fall into 
the hands of the Prussians, 

So they took her down 


from her 


pedestal, and laid her in a casket 
carefully padded and wrapped. At 
night the casket was ‘taken out 


through a secret door, and hid secret- 
ly in the cellar of the police prefec- 
ture, at the end of a certain secret 
passageway. 

They walled in the casket, and 
cleverly gave the wall an appearance 
of great age and dilapidation. In 
front of this wall they laid a num- 
ber of valuable public documents, so 
that if they should happen to be 
found, their importance woald lead 
the discoverers to think there was 
nothing else hidden there. In front 
of the papers they built another wall. 
Here the Venus of Milo y»emained 
much to the distress of those pairio- 
tic Parisians who did uot know 
where she was, and suppcsed that 
she had been stolen, through the 
siege of the city by the Germans 
and through the disorders of the 
Commune, 

One day the prefecture caught 
fire, and was pretty completely de- 
stroyed. The distress of+ those who 
knew that the Venus wes concealed 
there can be imagined. Ags soon as 
the fire was extinguished, they hast- 
ened to the sinking ruins, and after 
some digging found the casket, bur- 
fed in heaps of dirt and stones, but 
uninjured. 

It is understood that the Venus has} 
gone into hiding again this year, not 
to reappear until peace is restored 
and Paris is, free from danger of the 
juvader,

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The Island of Cyprus 


The Most Valuable and Important .n 
the Levant 

The island of Cyprus, which has 
been annexed by Great Britain, fol- 
lowing a declaration of ‘war on Tur- 
key, is the most valuabla and im. 
portant in the Levant. It had an area 
of 3,854 square miles and igs situated 
in the Mediterranean sea near the 
mouth ‘of the gulf of Iskanderun, 
sixty miles west of Latakia, in Syria, 
with which it is connected by cable, 

It has nominally been a part of the 
Turkish empire, though for some 
years virtually a British possession, 
governed by a British high commis- 
sioner, Its mines yield asbestos, 
gypsum, red jasper, copper, gold and 
silver, he copper mines once were 
among ‘he most vialuable in the 
world, and from the name of the is- 
land the metal received its name 
kypros, changed through the Latin 
und Saxon into copper, 

The mountains are covered 
valuable timber, chiefly conifers, 
Silk, wine and tobacco are among 
the important products of the island 
and tropical fruits are grown in 
abundance, Sult also is obtained on 
the island. The principal cities are 
Nicosia, the capital, and Larnaca, 

Cyprus originally was peopled by 
the Phoenicians, and afterward was 
colonized by the Greeks who dedi- 
cated it to Venus, establishing the 
most celebrated temple to this god- 
dess at Paphcs, Successively the 
island belonged to the Assyrians, the 
Persians, the Mgyptians, the Ro- 
mans and the Byzantines and was 
one of the first places, out of Pales- 
tine, to re®eive the gospel. 

During the crusades Richard I. of 
England took it from the Moham- 
medans and gave it to the princes of 
the Lusignan family. Afte: it had 
belonged to Venice for a century it 
was conquered by the Turks in 1571. 

In 1878 it was conveyed by treaty 
to Great Briain, the sultan retai!n- 
ing the sovereignty of the island and 
accepting an annual payment of 
money in lieu of its revenues, Its 
population is about 800,000, of which 
number about 70,000 are Mohamime- 
dans, the others belonging to the 
Greek church,

The Nature of Clays 


4 Probably one of the greatest natural 
resources of the west ‘s the supply 
of clay and shale, suitable for ordinary 
manufacturing pu ner Investiga- 
tions now going ’on f diekte that-clays 
will be found adapted to the manufac- 
ture of more valuable kinds of cera- 
mic goods as well, such as porcelain 
and china, 

Briefly the character of the clays 
and shales employed for different pur- 
poses are as follows: 

Kaolins are whit> burning clays 
composed mainly of silicas, alumina 


and water, with a low p2rcentage of |: 


Fluxes, 

Fire Clays are always capable 0: 
withstanding a high degree of heat. 
No clay should be called a fire clay 
unless the fusing temperature is high- 
er than 9,000 degrees Fahrenheit. So 
far very little fire clay has been found 
in Western Canada, Any clay under- 
lying a coal bed ig often called fire 
clay, but this is decidedly a misuse -f 
| the name. 

Brick clays—The main requirement 
is an easily moulder, clay and on bura- 
ing hard at « low temperature and 
having small loss from cracking and 
warping. Common red burning brick 
are mace from low grade clay or 
shale, Pressed brick require a higher 
grade of material, Paving brick should 
be plastic, and have good strength 
and a wide range of temperature be- 
tween vitrification and fusion. Fire- 
proofing c’ays shoull also he plastic 
and burn to a hard but not vitrified 
Lody at « low temp2rature, 

Sewer pipes are vitrified and hence 
the clays must be h._. in fluxes. They 
should also have a wide range of tem- 
perature between vitrification and fus- 
ion on a proper glaze. Good sewer pipe 
clays are rare in Alberta, 

Terra Cotta clays are of many kinds 
but generally a semi-fire clay. They 
are usually buff burning. 

Stoneware clays are also generally 
semi-refractory and must burn to a 
dense body. 

Cement shales or clays must be 9f 
such composition as to give a proper 
burning mix with Hmestone or marl, 
They should be free from grit.

Are a tS the Lesson of Humanity 
she Battlefield 
The Rt. * toh Duvid Lioyd George, 
telling of his recent visit to the ba:tle- 
fields in France, says in part: 
“I recently visited one of the 
battlefields in France. 1 saw a Vil- 
lage being shelled by German guns. 
A prisoner of war was just being 
brought into: the French tines. He 
Was wounded and looked ill and in 
pain, The French general with 
whom I had gone to tha front, went 
up ‘o the wounded Prussian and told 
him he need not, worry, as he would 
be taken striight to a hospital and 
looked after as if he were one of our 
own men. .The Prussian replied: 
‘We treat your wounded in exactly 
the same way.’ 
“It was a curious rivalry under 
these conditions, for you could hear 
the whizz of German shells and the 
shudcering crack with which they 
exploded, dealing out death and de- 
struction in the French trenches 
‘close by. We were in sight of a 
powerful French. battery, which was 
preparing to send its deadly messeng- 
ers into the Prussian ranks a little 
further on. 
“I marvelled that this oxhibition 
of good-will among men who were 
sworn foes should be’ possible amid 
such surroundings, until my eyes 
happened to wander down a lane, 
where I saw a long row of waggons, 
each marked with a great Red Cross. 
Then I knew who had taught these 
brave men the lesson of humanity 
that will gradually and surely over- 
throw the reign of hate, Christ has

Once Was Rendezvous of Borneo Pi- 
rates, but Now is Trading Centre 
For Islanders 

Brunei, Borneo, is one of the strang- 
est cities in the world, says a writer in 
the Wide World Magazine. Once the 
headquarters of the Borneo pirates, it 
is a kind of Eastern Venice, being 
built entirely over the water.

The inhabitants of Brunei are Mal- 
ays, Kadayans, Orang-Buskits and a 
few Muruts, .They earn their living 
mostly by trading with other tribes 
in the interior of Sarawak and British 
North Borneo. Some of them are very 
skilful brass workers, and the Brunei 
women make beautiful cloth, inter.

thread. Sago is grown in ‘the valleys 
near by, and a small quantity of rice 
is-also raised. In the early part of 
the nineteenth century Brunei was the 
rendezvous of the dread Borneo pir- 
ates’ and a market for the slave 
trade.

Feeding the Trenches Under Flaming 
Shells 

With such mtnuteness of observa- 
tion as no war before this has ever 
seen—from aeroplane, portable watch- 
towers and spies everywhere it is by 
no Mgana an easy matter to keep the 
brave fellows entombed in the 
trenches supplied with food and am- 
munition; 

Here is a vivid account of the man- 
ner in which this work ig done, by 
one of the transport drivers at the 
front, 

An inky black night in 
wild, open country. Lines of wag- 
gons stand in readiness to start. To 
each waggon there are attached a 
couple of horses—city cab horses 
some of ‘em, 

There is a bugle call; a number 
of men in the raggiest khaki you 
could imagine come from out of the 
darkness at the double. They line 
np before tis weggons, an order is 
shouted hoarsely and the men spring 
to the seats on the waggons and 
away they go jolting and rattling 
across the trampled wasted corn ly- 
ing thick and dank on the sodden 
ground that three months ago was a 
yellowing cornfield. 

The waggons contain bully beef, 
biscuits, apples, and cold tea in bot: 
tles, and the drivers have got to de- 
liver it all somehow to the soldiers 
in the trenches eleven miles away. 
The men fight, sleep, eat, live, and 
die in the trenches, until the mo- 
ment comes for an advance or re- 
treat. 

For, once entrenched in’ such a 
war as the present, there is no com- 
ing out day or night. And getting 
these food waggongs to the trenches 
is perilous work, for the Germans 
do all they can to prevent the food 
waggons reaching our soldiers. 

The danger of what is called food- 
transport work is, of course, far 
greater in some places than others, 
In some places there may be shelter 
to be obtained, right up to the 
trenches, and the waggons are never 
seen by the enemy, but in others 
the waggons may have to reach the 
trenches by way of open and difficult 
ground, over which headway can be 
made but slowly, Many a driver has 
perished, many a baggage waggon 
been destroyed, in such places, 

When the waggons are within 
about four miles of the trenches the 
Germang try to locate them with 
searchlights, or fireballs, and then 
begin shelling them. 

They use fireballs now altogether 
for this purpose. The fireball is a 
sort of immense firework. When it 
bursts it turns into a glaring ball of 
blue fire which hangs in the air 
throwing a brilliant light about the 
ground beneath it, and enabling the 
German gunners to get the exact 
range of the food waggons. 

A comrade of mine’ saw a shell 
burst within a foot of a waggon. It 
simply wiped the waggon and driver 
and horses out of existence, They | 
were all blown to smithereens, The 
waggons, of course, spread out as far 
as possible from eich other, and if 
one or two meet with disaster, some 
always reach the trenches in gafety. 

Often the fvod has to be distributed 
under shell fire, but in the trenches 
ove is fairly safe; at any rate, the dau 
ger never affects the Tommies’ ap- 
petites, any more than do his ragged 
garments, the mud with which he is 
caked, or the other hundfed and one 
discomforts of living in the 
trenches.

‘HANGING PICTURES. 


The Old Rule and Origin of the Term 
“On the Line.” 

People still speak of pictures being 
hung “on the line” at the Royal Acade- 
my, but very few indeed, even among 
the present members themselves, know 
the origin of the term. The common ' 
belief that it implies a place on the ' 
walls on the level witb a spectator’s | 
eye is more or less correct..

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REMARKABLE INSECTS. 


Facnity of Smell Is the Most Highly 


Developed. ; 

The most valuable faculty possess 
ed by insects is their sense of smell. 
Most insecte hear very poorly, and 
ants in particular are absolutely deaf. 
With all their batteries of eyes bulg- 
ing in every direction these creatures 
do not seem to enjoy very good eye 
sight. Some of the flying insects 
cannot see well enough to avoid ob | 
gtacles which to them should look as 
big as a barn. 

But when it comes to the sense of 
smell the insect world is far-abead 
of any animal. Fabre, the great 
French entomologist, confined some 
female butterflies {n a steel cage far 
from the natural haunts of the in- 
sects, To his surprise males of the 
species came from miles away and lit 
on he screen, 

He then confined the females in 
hermetically-sealed jars and placed 
them near places frequented by the 
males. Not one paid any attention, 
though the females were visible 
through the glass. 

To make sure that the sense of 
siu-ll was the guiding force, Prof, 
Fabre brought out some bits of paper 
and twigs on which the females had 
rested, Males soon appeared, and, 
ignoring the females in their glass 
jars, circled about the twigs and 
paper. 

If a strange ant of the same epecies 
is placed in an ant-hill he fs violent- 
ly ejected.. Every insect he meets 
recognizes him instant'y as an in- 
truder and helps in the ejection. 

If a small mouse dies in a field 
certain undertaker insects known as 
sylphs and necrophers will journey 
from distances of more than a mile 
to lay eggs in the body. 

The house-fly acts solely on the 
sease of smell. In bis flying about he 
igs perpetually trying to head in the, 
direction of cach breath of food odor

A Curious Ferryboat 


It is Compesed of a Buffalo Skin and 
is Used to Navigate River at 
Simla, India 
Perhaps the most curious ferryboat 
to be found in the world is at Simla, 
India, says a writer in the Strand 
Magazine, The river that flows to the 
northeast of Suni, the chief town of 
the Simla Hill States, has few 
bridges, so, uecessity being the moth- 
er of invention ga novel method bac 
been adopted, The skin cf a buffalo 
is inflated with air and is placed, with 
the four feet upward, to float in the 
water, The owner then throws him- 
self over it, and the one or two pass- 
engers sit or lean on the top of him. 

By means of a small paddle in his 
right hand and the movement to and 
fro of his legs in the water the own- 
er takes his passengers across, The 
journey takes from three to five min- 
utes and the modest gum ofa pica (one 
farthing) is charged. It is only by re- 
peated crossings in a day that a man 
can earn much, but so many natives 
use this means of going to and from 
their villages that the ‘trade is not un- 
remunerative, 

Few things are more comical than 
these mussacks, whether moving in 
midstream or being carried back to 
the village at night on tho owner's 
back, They are, of course, very light, 
and are about two and a half yards 
long. They seem to be safe, except in 
monsoon weather, when heavy rain 
has caused a rapid current, but, at 
such a time two mussacks ure often 
linked together, so that, being heav- 
fer, they can avold the rocks.

In the Straits Settlements and Ma- 
lay Peninsula both the Malays and 
Chinese believe that many <rees have 
their tutelary spirits, says C. E. G. 
Tisdale, in the Wide World Magazine. 
Such trees are easily recognizable, ow- 
ing to their having “joss” or incense 
sticks placed either close to their 
roots or in a fork between the 
branches—the offerfigs of the Chinese 
—or decoration consisting of bits of 
various colored cloth, the Malay token 
of devotion. 

One such tree is still to be seen tn 
Stamford road, the main thoroughfare 
of Singapore, and in connection with 
this particular tree a curious accident 
happened only a few months ago. A 
rich young Baba, or Straitsborn Chin- 
ese, named Lee Khia Guan, who had 
been cducated in Isngland at Cam- 


bridge University, was taking a. stroll) 


in the evening with a friend, and when 
passing this tree noticed a lot of joss 
sticks burning at its roots. With a 
laugh at the superstitions of the un- 
educated coolies who had placed the 
incense therc, he kicked the joss 
sticks over and trampled on them, He 
then rejoined his companion and they 
went for a walk round the esplanade, 
As they walked along his friend rem- 
onstrated with him for his action, 
pointing out that, ccter all, though he 
did not believe in it himself, there 
“might be something in it,” and, for 
his part, he preferred to leave such 
things severely alone, as he had heard 
of cases where accidents had happea- 
ed to persong who interfered with such 
trees. 

Lee Khia Guan ridiculed the idea 
of such a thing and pointed out that no 
european or educated persons believ- 
ed in “haunted” trees, but only the 
ignorant coolies. Three days later, 
while Lee Khia Guan was on his way 
to town in his motor car, just as .e 
passed under this tree a huge branch 
fell right across the car, kililng him 
on the spot, and smashing all the 
front part of the car, When examined 
the branch showed no trace of the 
ravages of white ants, and there seem- 


ed to be no reason for its having 
broken, as there was no wind that 
inorning.

“Was Warned of Invasion 


Late King of Roumania‘Tdéld of For 

eign’ Power Which Would Attack 

_ Country 4. ~.. 

‘In view of the German. statement 
that Belgium made secret . arrange- 
ments with France and Bngland— 
which is widely held in Germany— 
“et Volk,” the Dutch labor journal, 
publishes a speech which M. de Broc- 
queville, the Belgian premier, made at 
a secret sitting of parliament, when 
the Belgian army bill was submitted. 

According to the version of a Sac- 
falist member of parliament, to the 
publication of which M. de Brocque- 
ville is said to have consented, tne 
promier told parliament that the army 
bill was due to the German army bill 
of 1912, and Germany’s desire to have 
300,000 more men in the first line than 
France has. 

“During last summer,” said the pre- 
mier ,‘we learned that the purpose of 
the increase was to enable German 
armies to break through Belgium. We 
were told of this by several powers, 
and our uneasiness was increased by 
several plans of which we were in- 
formed.” 

The premier then erad several re- 
ports regarding the 
Elsenborn, and the possibility of Ger- 
many transporting 50,000 men in less 
than 24 hours and invading Belgium 
after a three hour march. “Therefore,” 
observed M. de Brocquevile, ‘we must 
beware of Germany.” 

As to France, she had strengthened 
her fortresses and increased ber 
forces. M. de Brocquevile said he 
feared no conflict with France, but 
they must be prepared to meet both 
sides, The premier said they had been 
warned of the danger of a foreign 
power setting foot in Belgium, and 
that she should be prepared for self- 
defence. The late King of Roumania 
was one who tendered this advice.

Pearl Fishing 


Families Enter Boats With Divers, 
Taking Dogs and Other Pets to 
Scene of Operations 
About one hundred miles eastward 
of Tahiti lies the Tuamotu (Pomutus) 
or Low Archipelago, a scattering of 
low lying coral atolls, about eighty- 
seven in number, In the waters adja- 
cent to about fifty of the more import- 
ant of these islands the finest pearls 
in the South Pacific are found, . with 
considerable quantities of the so-called 
black edge mother-of-pearl shell much 

used in commerce, 

These mussel beds are worked an- 
nually, under French government reg- 
ulation, during the diving season, 
which lasts from August to November, 
inclusive. 0 

An island's waters are exploited one 
season then closed for three succes- 
sive years, thus giving the beds a 
chance to become restocked, and in- 
suring against a depletion of the shell 
and pearl deposits. 

Waters opened by law are an- 
nounced offictally at the commence- 
ment of each diving season, and no 
others can be operated in, Diving in 
prohibited waters may result in a 
heavy fine and tne seizure of all pro- 
perty employed in the venture, Some- 
times part of an island’s waters are 
open and the remainder closed, as is 
the case this year of Kaukura Island. 
Although the largest producer of 
pearls, most of its waters are inter- 
dicted. 

Native Polynesians comprise practi- 
eally all the 2,500 or more local pearl 
divers, None but French citizens may 
engage in tits business in French 
Oceania, The use of any diving ma- 
chines or other apparatus is strictly 
forbidden, the accoutrement of the 
diver being a pair of large goggles, a 
loin cloth and a rope and weight. The 
goggles protect the eyes from salt 
water and enable the diver to see 
clearly, 

In the early morning launches tow 
long strings of outrigger canoes, some- 
times twenty or twenty-five, out to the 
diving grounds. Entire families travel 
to the scene of operations, as well as 
their dogs and other pets, along, and 
pass the day in their canoes. 

The diver uses manila rope, one end 
of which is fastened securely to the 
anchored canoe, while to the other. is 
attached a weight of twenty-two to 
twenty-six pounds, When ready to de- 
scend he takes two or three long 
breaths to expand his lungs, fills his 
lungs with alr, takes hold of the 
weighted rope, jumps in and is cat- 
ried to the bottom, There he lets go 
of the rope and collects the shell, 
which is placed in a woven basket 
made from fish net, This basket 
holds sixty-six to 
pounds of shell and takes 
dives to fill as the diver can remain 
under water only one to three minutes 
ata time, When the basket is filled

will assure the triumph of this trans- 
formation by more love in union with | 
more productivity in labor. | 

“Then, when French blood © shall 
cease to be hed,” continues Mme. de 
Thebes, “may France remain faithful 
—-even if the results which she ob- 
tains in the war are not those she 
hoped for—to her marvellous predes- 
tination, to her instincts, She will be 
the pacific queen of the world. Let 
her be on guard, for fate awaits her 
at the moment of the negotiations. If 
she listens to her conscience she will 
reap all the fruits of her victory. 

“Paris will come out of the war 
greatened and lessened—greatened -n 
attraction for foreigners and lessened 
in influnce in her own country. This 
city will lead a crusade, to extend the 
race, Women will be less frivolous 
and will pay more attention to their

Are Warned to 
Eat Sparingly 


“You Are Helping the Enemy When 
You Do Not Choose Riglit 
Foodstuffs” 

An ominous warning is sounded to 
German housewives in_all classes of} 
society-in wsemi-official ariict™ ctren-} 
lating {n German newspapers, entitled 
“What Shall We Eat?” It sounds the 
first note of alarm in that battle of 
the “silver bullet” which eventually 
must be a prime factor in bringing 

the war to an end, 

Munich, in common with other cities 
throughout Germany, took over the 
task of enlightening the public on the} 
condition of the nation’s larder, The} 
bad fortunes of the war called into! 
being a new statistical department, 
and a commission of food economists 
was appointed, That commission is 
now telling the German people the 
way to live sparingly in war time, 
and how every little sacrifice at meal 
times will strengthen the nation’s re- 
sistance to the growing shortage of 
the food supplies, “Save as much of 
the white bread as possible, and try 
to substitute black bread or bread 
made of mixed white and rye flour,” 
is one of the recommendations, 

The commission appeals to the peo- 
ple, when they prepare the daily menu 
or sit in restaurants, always to bear 
in mind the enemy's wicked plan of 
forcing Germany to lay down her arms 
by starvation, “Remember,” it says, 
“you are helping the enemy when 
you do not choose the right foodsiuts 


The German housewife is asked to 
be careful when she makes soup not 
to make it of rice, lentils, peas or 
White beans, as these supplies are 
largely imported from hostile coun- 
tries over seas, but to substitute if 
possible pota.voes, barley and certain 
kinds of roots, including turnips She 
is to find substitutes also for fats and | 
oils used at meal times, to encourage 
the eating of beef, pork and home 
grown fruit, and to buy as little calves’ 
meat as possible. There is a special 
appeal for economy in the grocery 
department in regard to tinned ineats 
and fish, pepper and salt. The house- 
wife is advised to throw nothing away 
and to ask her husband to drink less 
beer, ¢ 

The commission reminds the nation 
that it ought not to live in two separ- 
ale paris—one part throwing its whole 
life into a terrible conflict with an! 
“unscrupulous enemy;” the other tak- 
ing life easy at home and surrendering 
none of its traditional comforts und 
enjoyments, . 

“We are not living in the days vf 
need but in the days of careful, econ- | 
omy. You need not be afraid’ that 
our stocks cf food are disappearing 
wr will disappear within a short time, 
The quantity of foodstuffs at our dis- 
posal is, on the whole, so big that it 
will last a long time.”

With q carload of fossils that break | 
the world's records for perfection ja 
all their parts, Barnum Brown arrived 
at the American Museum in New York, | 
after a season's strenuous digging in 
the Red R'ver canyon of Alberta. 

Prof. Nenry F, Osborne of the mu-} 
seum was astonfslied when he learned) 
that in the cargo were. oigat perfect} 
skeletons of carnivorous and herbiv- 
orous dinossaurs of gigantic size, as st 
has heretofore been almost impos- 
sible to get more than parts of the 
bones of.a species..Much of the mat- 
erjal is.new to science, | 

“The fossils were found in the Belly | 
River formation, and are estimated to! 
have lived 3,000,000 years ago. This 
formation ig much earlier than the 
‘lance cretaceous,’ at which time the 
entire group of dinossaurs became ex: } 
tinct. One skeleton is the first one! 
found in the genus Ornithomius, 
about eight feet long and about five 
feet high. 

“We got a compicte skeleton of the} 
carnivorous dinosaur named Deinoder | 
He was about twenty-five 
feet long and fifteen feet high. An-| 
other complete skeleton is of the 
herbivorous dinosaur, Corythasaurus 
Casuarius, about thirty-five feet long | 
and fifteen feet high. | 

“The complete Ankylogaurus Mag: | 
niventris was 2 big, piated fellow, 
the most remarkable jin structure of} 
all cf the groups of the dinosaurs, He 
Was the living dreadnought of cretace- 
ous times.

Been Ravaged 


Fields and Orchards Devastated and 
Familics Suined in Process of 
War 
A picture of the conditions in 
iiance in a section where much fight. 
ing has been going on, and an idea of 
what the people of such sections have 
to face, is gained from 4 letter telling 
of the experience of a French family 
of the name of Delalle, in the town of 
Arracourt, in the department of 
Meurthe and Mosselle, on the frentier. 
A literal translation of parts of a let- 
ter of Mrs. Delalle to former friend 

in New York follows: 

“After more than two months ofsurl- 
fering [| have just left Arracourt, | 
where, since six weeks, there has been | 
no more bread, I have been on a con- 
tinual exodus, for there was no more 
room, also, at Luneville or Nancy for 
me with my family. 

“So I had to come to Paris, whith-

times; .and yet did these do as muca 
harm as the present? After having pil- 
laged everywhere and robbed every-} 
thing, they kill, Without cause, peuce- 
ful inhabitants, set fire to the houses, } 
and cast their victims, only half dead,

“In the morning we aro Germans; at | 
night, French for we cannot withstand 
the attacks from ihe woods, to the left 
and right of us, We must wait for 
the advance of the northern army-—-a 
question of strategy. 

“No one can imagine iis war. One 
must be there. And the norih cf 
France must be suffering still more, 

“All the farms: and villages around 
us are burned. Tuere are here already | 
four houses gone, and people leave, 
taking nothing, having neither horses 
nor waggons, all confiscate! by the 
enemy; tools stolen, fruit and ghade- 
trees on our beautiful grounds and | 
roads, all gone. 

“There has been ne harvest. Judge 
then, in what misery the frontier will 
find itself, Next year will be worse, | 
as we are unable to sow. 

“Our family has been badly stricken 
—three hostages, three wounded, one 
prisoner, and francs, 69,000 in losses, 
which in the country is a big item. And 
to begin life again, at gixty yours of 
age, to build up .he house: when there 
is nothing left, is too much for my 
brother-in-law and his famiy. 

“The houses, on account of bombard- 
ment, are half demolished, [ hive left 
mine in the hands of a neighbor, in 
whom I have every confidence. But, 
if it burns, nothing, absolutely noth-}

Parisian Boy 
Saves Soldiers 


He Hurries Them to Garret, Skirm: 
ishes for Food and Manages to 
Hide Them For Days 

How a school boy of Paris, sixteen 
years old, who was spendin his vaca: 
tion with his aunt at Roye, saved ten 
Kngiishmen, escaped prisoners, and 
hid them for days in a garret while 
the Germans were in possession of the 
town, is told in a letter published jn 
the Figaro, written by a Freneh sold- 
ier, 

According to the letter, nine Mnglish 
soldiers, with an owicer, who had sue- 
ceeded in escaping from the Germans, 
arrived at Roye the day before the 
Germans occupied the place, and, tired 
out, managed to drag themselves to 
the house where the boy and his aunt 
were stopping. They were received 
with open arms, but had hardby install. 
ed thomselves before the German ad- 
vance guard came pouring into the 
town, The boy hurried the Euglish- 
men into the garret. There they hud- 
dled while a German officer was 
knocking at the door. The officer, wel] 
informed through spies of the re- 
sources of the town, insisted on quar- 
tering in a disused chapel ©n the pro- 
perly twenty men, 

In the house at the time besides the 
boy and his aunt were women refugees 
Who took shelter t' cre. The party in 
all numbered sixteen, The lad trivd 
to make himself as useful as possible 
to the Germans, in order to keep in 
their good graces, and succeeded in 
their confidence, The great 
trouble was food. The German had 
placed the entire place on rations, 200 
stams of bread a person a day, With 
‘teen rations of bread they were 
forced to sustain twenty-six. However,

Atter five days of incarceration up 
in the garret the British soldiers, de 
prived of air and light, became des 
perate, Under the surveillance exist- 
ing for the Englishmen to come out it 
meant death for them and for the 
family. So the boy obtained women's 
dresses and each day managed to take 
two of the Englishmen out in the 
garden for a breath of air. “What 
luck,” he said, “that I had no mous: 
tache, and that the English are ac 
eustomed to shaving!" The German 
soldiers paid no attention to the sup 
posed women, 

But the Englishmem became more 
and more restless, s9 one morning at 
two o'clock they slipped out under the 
guidance of the boy. Gliding along the 
Streets, wriggling through ditches, 
hiding under cover of walls, they ar. 
rived almost at the gates of the town 
when @ sentitrel discovered them and 
fired his piece. At once the alarm 
was sounded, and the party scattered, 
to find themselves, through aome good 
fortune, back at the house again two 
house later.
